Report critici zes appeals process plan 




MISSOULA, Mont. — A federal report says a plan by the Bush 
administration to eliminate the Forest Service’s appeals process might 
prevent “meaningful public comment” on timber sales. 

The report by the Congressional Research Service, the information- 
gathering arm of Congress, said the plan may force protesters into court, 
greatly increasing delays in timber cutting and making timber supplies 
less certain. 

Ross Gone, coauthor of the report with attorney Pamela Baldwin, said 
the Forest Service’s own statistics do not back the administration's 
claim that many timber sale appeals are frivolous, time consuming and 
coslly.”‘Thc administrative appeals, process has bccri a valuable’ lool for 
the Forest Service," Gone said in a telephone interview last week with 
the Missoulian. "Most appeals appear to be justified.. ...... 

"Appcalshavc not significantly reduced the volume of timber sold," 
•said Gone, a specialist irTnatufal^ resources policy. -‘‘Tlic clash of values 
in our national forests won’t go away if the appeals process goes away.
